Priority

2. The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 8/8/2000, 9/27/2001 
and 1 1/18/2002 have been received. The submission is in compliance with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statements are 
being considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by ON TRACK 
INNOVATIONS LTD (WO 98/29830). 

Regarding claim 1 , ON TRACK discloses a data processing device shown in 
figure 3. A plurality of connection terminals are supplied with signals including 
processing data (C4 and page 8, lines 19-22), a clock signal (C3 and page 8, lines 17-

States. 
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19), a reset signal (C2 and page 8, lines 14-16) and drive electric power (C1 and page 
8, lines 7-10). A radio antenna receives the data, clock, reset and drive electric power 
(figure 3 and page 8, lines 7-22) across an amplitude-modulated carrier wave (page 4, 
line 22 to page 5, line 2). A data processing circuit (the microprocessor of figure 3) is 
switchable between an RF mode (contactless mode), in which only the signal supplied 
to the coil antenna is effective (page 7, lines 9-19), and a terminal mode (contact mode), 
in which only data supplied to the connection terminals are effective (figure 3 and page 
7, lines 9-26). The data processing circuit is supplied with these signals (figure 3). A 
mode selecting circuit (contact mode detector 52 on figure 3) sets the data processing 
circuit to receive the signal via the antenna by default in response to drive electric power 
being supplied (page 15, line 18- page 16, line 2). The terminal mode is switched to in 
response to the clock and reset signal which are applied to corresponding ones of the 
connection terminals (page 1 1 , lines 3-15 and figure 3). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bashan et al (US 6,045,043) discloses a data transaction device 
having contact and contactless modes of operation (abstract).
